Sandra moved, seconded by Kelley to table discussion until we have more 
input from Ginny and Todd.  Motion carried. 

Lab $75.00, 
with the funding to be taken from State Rec. Lab Member Trips.  Motion carried. 

y MSU Horsemanship Scholarship Requests:  For the privacy of those requesting scholarships, the Council went into 
closed session.  Sandra moved, seconded by Chris, that $100.00 per person be granted a scholarship based on 
participation in the 4-H Horse Project.  Fund are to be taken from Late Fees.  Motion carried.
